The argument over the old Mid- 
dlesex Canal, which at times has 
an aspect of being regarded as a 
personal vendetta inthe Town Hall, 
may be settled today, in the State 
House, 

Counsel for both sides in the 
dispute - Town Counsel Philip 
Buzzell, and former Town Manager 
Joseph F, Courtney agreedyester- 
day morning, in the Town Hall 
that it 1s possible to draw up a 
satisfactory agreement which will 
meet the demands of both sides, 

J. Worthen Taylor, of the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Public 
Health was present for the dis- 
cussion and termed the proposed 
agreement as satisfactory to his 
department, 


Mr, Buzzell is to prepare an’ 


agreement -which will stipulate that 
the town will take by eminent do- 
main that portion of the land of 
Mrs, Stanley Webber which has not 
been donated to the Wilmington 
Historical Society for the purpose 
of preserving the old Mid.lesex 
Canal; and that.an ‘easement? will 
be prepared for the rest of tho 
property, so that the Water De- 
partment can use it, and at the 
same time the Historical Society 
will have access, 2 
Buzzell, Taylor, Town Manager 
Gerald Bouchard and Harold Mel- 
zar, Chairman of the Water Com- 
missioners will be among those 
officials who will be present inthe 
State House, at 10 am today, to 
report on the agreement to the 
Committee on Water Resources, 


Under Instructions 
The Town and officials of the 
Historical Society were instructed 
* Monday morning, by the Chairman 
of the Committee on™ Water Re- 
sources, Senator William X, Wall, 
of Lawrence, that an attempt 
should be made to reach anagree- 
ment, and to report that agree- 
ment Thursday morning to the 
Committee, 


Monday’s Hearing 

Monday’s Hearing, held in the 
State House, found Town Manager 
Bouchard and the Board of Water 
Commissioners adamant in their 
belief that the town had to take the 
entire property by eminent domain, 
and at the same time found Atty, 
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Courtney proposing essentially the 
program to which the town agreed 
yesterday morning, through its 
attorney. 

Representative Fred Cain, who 
introduced the speakers at the hear- 
ing recorded himself in favor ofthe 
taking. A strange note in the meet- 
ing was the appearance of another 
legislator, Rep, Warren Turner, 
of Lee, who recorded himself in 
favor of the proposed bill, because 
of a water problem in his own 
town, : 

Bouchard spoke on both sides, 
te., in the time that was allocated 
for the proponents (in favor of tak- 
ing the land by eminent domain) 
and the opponents (against taking 
the land). 

He told the Committee that the 
town had voted last March to take 
the land by eminent domain, in an 
unanimous vote, that the town’s 
water supplies were badly in need 
of additional resources, and that 
this area was estimated to be cap- 
able of providing another 2,5 mil- 
Mon gallons a day. The inability 
of the town to acquire the entire 
property, Bouchard sald, was hold- 
ing up work for the new supply. 

Bouchard testified that he was 
ware that the old Middlesex Canal 
was on the property, and main- 
tained that the proposed use for 
water supplies would not damage 
the canal. He criticized the deed 
conveying the property to the His- 
torical Society. 

Courtney toldthe Committee that 
there was ‘no barrier’ to the use 
of the land by the Water Depart- 
ment, and that the offer ofthe His+ 
torical Society to allow the land to 
be used still stood, 

The Society, he said, was anxi- 
ous to preserve the canal, one of 
the few remaining segments of the 
oldest canal in the United States. 

Refuting statements that have 
been made as to the pirpose of 
the Historical Society, Courtney 
told the Committee that the society 
was organized before it was known 
that the Water Department was in- 
terested in the property. He alsq 
said that the society had offered 
the use of the land to the Water 
Department.

He then quickly got his horse and

/ Dismissing this guide, we pushed 
on through those dense woods, over 
a fairly plain track until darkness 
compelled us to halt for the night, 

During the night there came up 
a terrible storm of wind, rain, 
thunder and lightning, and, as if to 
add to our already discomfort, sev- 
eral great trees came down with 
a crash in our near vicinity, but

Who was 
Henry Harnden? 


Who was Henry Harnden, the 
man who became a Brevet Briga- 
der of Wisconsin Calvary? 

By Wilmington reputation he was 
a boy who was raised in this town, 
and was born in Ballardvale, He 
was undoubtedly a member of the 
old Harnden family, first to settle 
in North Wilmington. This family 
furnished soldiers for the French 
War, the French & Indian War, the 
Revolution, and the War of 1812, 

The Town Crier has devoted a 
consigenaie time-to research in. 
an effort to locate Henry Harnden 
and has compiled a geneology of 
the family from the time of the 
marriage of Richard Harnden, on 
Oct, 24, 1666, through the first 
five generations, including those 
who emigrated to Connecticut in 
1739, 

General Harnden was not a des- 
cendant of that group, for he calls 
himself a ‘Massachusetts Boy’, 

There was a Henry Harnden 
born in Wilmington, but it was not 
General Harnden, This Henry 
Harnden was the man who owned 
the farm near the Glen Road school 
now the Joyce Farm, formerly the 
Neilson Farm, 

The Town Crier intends to devote

were disturbed but for a moment, 

AS soon as it was light enough 
to see, on the morning of May 9th, 
we pushed on in a southeast direc- 
tion, until we struck the Ochemul- 
gee river, the same we had crossed 
before at Macon, 

Continuing down the river some 
distance, we came toa ferry. By 
our haste fo get over, the boat 
was damaged so that only a half 
load of horses could be taken over 
at atime. This delayed us a 
couple of hours, then we pushed 
on a few miles to a little town 
called Abbeville, 

By inquiring, we learned that a 
party with wagons had passed 
through the town during the night 
and they had gone towards Irwins- 
ville. We halted and fed our horses 
and then started on the road to- 
wards Irwinsyille, 

Just as we were moving out we 
saw four soldiers in United States 
uniform, coming down the road 
from the north, They informed me 
they belonged to the Fourth Mich- 
igan Cavalry, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Pritchard commanding, and that 
the regiment was near at hand. 

Sending on our detachment under 
Lieutenant Clinton, I rode, accom- 
panied by my orderly, to meet Col- 
onel Pritchard. After introducing 
myself, I inquired if he had any 
news of Jeff Davis. He said he 
had not, but that he had beenorder- 
ed with his regiment to Abbeville 
to patrol the river and to prevent 
Tavis from crossing. 

He also informed me that his 
orders were to encamp at Abbe- 
ville and guard the crossings of 
the Ochemulgee, and he gave me 
no intimation that he intended any 
other course, He had left Macon 
since I had, but up to this time had 
heard nothing of Davis, 

As his errand was the same as 
mine, I thought it my duty to give 
him ali the information in my poss- 
ession, in regard to the-movement 
of Davis, I told him that we had 
been on the track of Davis for 
three days, and that Davis with 
one party had crossed over the 
Ochemulgee during the night and 
gone towards Irwinsville, but there 
was a larger party of confederates 
who were somewhere the other 
side of the river. 

He inquired if I needed any more 
men, I said not unless he could 
spare some rations as our party 
had next to nothing to eat, He said 
they had marched suddenly and 
had no rations, 

Bidding him good-bye, my order- 
ly, James Aplin, and I, left him 
and pushed on and overtook our 
party. We shortly came to the 
place where the Davis party had 
lunched. They had left so recent- 
ly that their fires were still burn- 


We continued to march on until 
dark, when coming to a swale 
where there was water and a little 
grass, we halted to rest and graze 
our horses, All we had for rations 
was a little damaged corn-meal, 
We lay down to rest for a spell, 
but before the break of day, we 
were in our saddles again, 

At this time I felt confident that 
we were in the near proximity to 
the Davis party, and had only 
halted so as not to come uponthem 
in the night, I expected that Davis 
would camp on the other side of a 
river ahead, and I thought ifwe at- 
tempted to cross the ford in the 
dark, Davis would take the alarm 


vance guard of a sergeant, George 
Hussey, and six men, with instruc- 
tions to keep a little ahead and to 
keep a sharp lookout for the enemy, 
we moved on,

when our advance guard were fired 
upon suddenly, by what I judged to 
be twenty or thirty muskets.

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The Selectmen’s Meeting 


$1 Tax 


The Old Age Housing, 40 Apart- 
ments on Deming Way, will pay the 
Town of Wilmington $1 annually, 
“in Heu of taxes’, 

An agreement was reached, Mon 
day night, by the Board of Select~ 
men and James P Donahue, Chair- 
man of the Housing Authority, 

The agreement settled a long 
standing dispute, dating back four 
or five years, 

Fred Grimes, Principal Asses- 
sor of Wilmington, was asked to 
sit in on the discussions, 

For several years past the tax 
has been $83.60, this being the val~ 
ue of the meadow at this site, be~ 
fore the Old Age Housing project 
was built, 

Donahue opened the discussion 
by noting that the legislature had 
recently taken action to abate taxes 
for people over 70yearsofage. He 
told the Selectmen that there were 
56 people in the Old Age Project, 
with an average age of 76, and felt 
that the same courtesy could be 
extended to them, 

Grimes was of the opinion that 
the town was giving service, and 
should receive some remuneration 

Selectman LaRivee was the first 
to speak. He felt that the Selectmen 
should enter into some kind of an 
agreement, either by waiver of 
taxes, or a token in leu of taxes, 

When Selectman Niles heard that 
the sum was $83.60 he remarked 
that this wasn’t much of a remun- 
eration to the town, Lloyd Bender 
moved that the sum be $1 in leu 
of taxes, and this was quickly and 
unanimously voted, 

Town Counsel Philip Buzzell is 
to be instructed to draw up the 
agreement, 


Wentzell Taxi 

Linwood Wentzell of Burnap St, 
appeared before the Board for the 
third week, this time requesting a 
taxi license. Following a brief 
discussion the Selectmen agreed 
that there was a license available 
and it was given to him, 

It was also agreed to revoke the 
public livery license which he had 
carried, Wentzell will be allowed 
to operate his two vehicles, one of 
them as a taxi, and one under a 
private livery license, authoriza- 
tion for which comes from the Re- 
tery of Motor Vehicles, and over 
which the town has no jurisdiction 


Anonymous Complaint 

Perhaps jokingly the Selectmen 
referred to the Chief of Police any 
possible action that may be had as 
the result of an anonymous com- 
Plaint regarding radio transmit- 
ters in automobiles, 

Rene LaRivee told his fellow 
board members that an anonymous 
compiaint had saidthat ‘real estate

tention to about one hundred mount~ 
ed men who were coming down on 
our left flank, 

He said, ‘Colonel, there ismore 
than a hundred of them coming.’ 

I said, ‘Never mind boys, we 
‘will whip them yet,’ 

Directing Sergeant Horr, with 
ten men of Company A, to pursue 
the party who had fired on us 
first and retreated, and not to let 
them rally, I next turned my atten- 
tion to the new comers who were 
between us and the light, The 
new comers opened fire on us as 
they approached, 

Forming a line facing the ap- 
Proaching enemy, we opened upon 
them with our repeating rifles, 
(Spenser carbines), They Were 
soon thrown into confusion. 

I had left part of my men under 
Lieutenant Clinton, mounted, see- 
ing that the enemy were in con- 
fusion , I now ordered Clinton to 
prepare for a sabre charge, Two 
of the men hearing me and under- 
standing I had ordered the charge, 
drew their sabres and putting spurs 
to their horses, dashed at the 
enemy, 

I called them back not being 
quite ready, as I wanted to give 
our footmen time to replenish their 
Magazines, Just as I was about 
to give the final order to charge, 
Sergeant Horr came running up and 
said we were fighting Union men. 
That he had captured one of them 
and thus ascertained the fact. 

At hearing this I rode in front 
of our line and shouted to‘stop 
firing,’ which soonceased on both 
sides, 

Riding forward, the first man I 
met was Colonel Pritchard. So 
surprised was I that for some- 
time I could not realize that it 
was Colonel Pritchard, but as 
soon as I knew him, I asked him 
how it was that he was there 
fighting us, 

He explained that after parting 
with me the day before, at Abbe- 
ville, twenty-five miles distance, 
and ascertaining from me that Da- 
vis had already got across the river 
and finding that there was another 
road to Irwinsville, he had selected 
one hundred and fifty of his best 
men, well mounted, and by march- 
ing all night had arrived at Irwins- 
ville before daylight, 

Hearing that a party with wagons 
was camped out a little ways from 
the town, he had marched out to-~ 
ward it, guided by a negro, He 
had sent twenty-five men around 
to the back of the camp, and it 
was these men who had mistaken 
us for enemies, had fired upon us 
So recklessly with such unfortu- 
nate results, 

He said some of his men had just 
taken possession of the camp, 
which was only about fifty yards 
away. I inquired if Jeff Davis 
had been captured. He answered 
that he did not know who had been 
captured, as he had not been to 
the camp himseif, 

In this unfortunate affair, two 
of the Michigan men were killed, 
one officer and several men wound- 
ed. Of the Wisconsin men three 
were woundedm but none were 
killed, 

Colonel Pritchard and I rode 
into the Davis camp together, which 
was just across a little swale, on- 
ly a few rods from where our 
skirmish took place, The first 
person we saw in the camp was 
Mr. John H, Reagen, the Post- 
master-General of the late Con 
federacy, lately the United States 
Senator from Texas, 

He said, ‘Well, you have taken 
the old gentleman at last.’ I 
said, ‘Who do you mean?’ He said, 
‘Imean President Davis.’ ‘Please 
point him out,’ said L ‘There he 
stands’ said he, pointing to a tall 
elderly and rather dignified look- 
ing gentleman, standing a short 
distance away. 


We rode up, dismounted and sa- 
luted, and I asked ff this was Mr. 
Davis, 

‘Yes,’ he replied, ‘I am Pres- 
ident Davis,’ 

At this the soldiers set upa shout 
that Jeff Davis was captured. 

Up to this time none of the men 
who actually arrested him, knew 
that he was Jeff Davis. One sol- 
dier said, ‘What! that man Jeff 
Davis? That's the old fellow that 
when ‘I stopped him had his wife’s 
shawl on,” a 

Aboutthistime we, that Mr. Davis, 
Colonel Pritchard and myself’ 
Seles ori clucle, eorabomet et 
soldiers and others of the Davis 
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party. In the background some 
soldiers set up a song: ‘‘We will 
hang Jeff Davis on a sour apple 
tree,’ to the tune of John Brown, 
which did not add to his comfort 
in the least, 

In the camp were two tents and 
eight ambulances, each drawn by 
four mules. There were also sev- 
eral fine saddle horses, Besides 
Jeff Davis, there were Mr, Reagen, 
Colonel Harrison, Mrs, Davis, her 
sister, Miss Howel, and a number 
of rebel officers from Johnston’s 
army and a lot of teamsters, ser- 
vants and others, but no fighting 
men, 

It appears that when the fighting 
began, Mr. Davis was sleeping in 
his tent, Alarmed at the noise, 
he hastily arose andthrew a shawl, 
or dressing-gown around him, and 
started out, but meeting a soldier, 
was stopped and ordered back into 
his tent, 

It was some time before he could 
understand what had happened. He 
heard the noise of the sharp skirm- 
ish, and saw the dead and wounded 
brought in, and knowing that he had 
no fighting men with him, he could 
not understand what it meant, until 
explained to him afterwards, 

I entered into conversation with 
him, but with poor satisfaction to 
him or to me. I wouldnot call him 
Mr. President, but always add~ 
ressed him as Mr, Davis, whlch 
Seemed greatly to annoy him, and 
he retaliated by speaking of ‘your 
government,’ with the greatest 
contempt, 

Isaidto him thatI came very near 
making his acquaintance back in 
Dublin, three days before, and if 
he had fulfilled his engagement to 
dine with Judge Rose, that Ishould 
have done so, 

Upon this, he turned on me with 
Great hauteur and said: ‘Well, 
sir, I can assure you that if you 
had made my ‘ance then, 
this thing would not have happened 
as it has, Ihadthose with me then, 
who would not have permitted this 
indignity to have been put upon 
me, and it was well for you, sir, 
that you were not in time to see 
me then,’ 

I replied, that it would have af- 
forded me pleasure to have met his 
friends and tried the question with 
them, Every few moments he would 
turn away from me, but he would 
soon come back to the tilt again, 
He wanted to know if my govern- 
ment authorized me to harrass 
women andchildren through outthe 
country in the manner I wasdoing. 
I replied no, that I was not after 
women and children, but Iwas sent 
after him, 

Then his wrath arose again, and 
he poured out a torrent of abuse 
against my government, which was 
treating him with such indignity, 

While conversing with him Isaw 
a cask of brandy pitched out of an 
ambulance and the head was soon 
knocked in and the soldiers were 
running from all parts, with cups 
and canteens, so I called Colonel 
Pritchard’s attention to it, and 
said it ought to be stopped, as 
there might soon be trouble over 
it, The Colonel went over and 
tried to stop it, but with poor 
success, I suspect, as the condition 
of the soldiers soon showed, 

Mr. Davis seeing the way things 
were being thrown out of the wagons 
turned to me and inquired which 
of us was the ranking officer, As 
rank depended upon the date ofour 
commissions, and we were both 
Lieutenant~Colonels, I replied that 
I did not know, He meant to in- 
quire which of us was incommand, 
but as he had been insolent, I did 
not propose to explain to him that 
we were two separate commands 
just come together, 

He then turned to some confed- 
erate officers and said that things 
had come toapretty state of affairs 
when United States soldiers did not 
know who their commanding offi- 
cer was, and that it was nowonder 
that the privates were plunderers 
and robbers,

It appears that up to their arri- 


Oconee river, while the party of 
Mr, Davis crossed to the west side 
and were headed for Mississippi 
the home of Mrs, Davis, 

Mr. Davis only intended to keep 
her company for a day or two 
longer, then leave her and mot 
his way to General Kirby Smit 
in the lower Mississippi, and con- 
tinue the war some longer, 

In regard to what would have 
happened in case we had met Mr, 
Davis at Dublin, it is only pro- 
blematical, The Wisconsin troops 
were veterans selected from one 
of the best regiments in the ser- 
vice, all well armed, mounted, 
and disciplined, while the confed- 
erates although in greatly super- 
for numbers, were disorganized 
and discouraged, 

That they were brave men and 
desperate fighters, no one will dis- 
‘pute, but that the meeting did not 
take place, in my opinion, was 
well for Jeff Davis and his escort, 
for in the language of Mrs, Davis 
‘someone would have got hurt,’ 

As to the hoop-skirt story, I 
know™’but very little of it, but 
think {It grew out of the remark by 
@ soldier, that, when he stopped 
him, he had his wife’s shawl on, 
As I saw nothing and heard nothing 
of any female apparel at the time 
I never took any stock in that 
story. 

After resting for a short time 
and caring for the wounded and 
burying the dead, we all began 
our return march to Macon, where 
we arrived the day after, May 
12, 1865, 

I first made my verbal report 
to General Wilson and received 
from him his hearty. approvalof 
all we had done, We then heard 
that a reward of one hundred 
thousand dollars had been offered 
for the capture of Davis, a fact 
of which, up to this time, we Wis- 
consin men had been ignorant, 

The reward offered for the cap~ 
ture of Davis was first awarded 
to the Michigan regiment, although 
the greater part of the regiment 
was twenty-five miles away at 
the time, but the great injustice of 
this was so apparent that Congress 
appointed a committee to investi- 
gate, and this committee reversed 
the award by giving to the men 
who were actually present, of both 
regiments, shares alike according 
to rank and pay, 

General Wilson received a share 
equal to that of Colonel Pritchard 
and myself, 

As the war was then over and 
Colonel Pritchard and myselfwere 
soon mustered out of service, no 
military courf of inquiry was ever 
held to determine the responsi- 
bility of the collision which 
sulted so disastrously to seve: 
Union soldiers, but General Wil- 
son says in his official report, 
that~Colonel Harnden was in no 
way responsible as he had no 
means of knowing that the parties 
in his front were other than en- 
emies,

Board of Appeals decisions, hand 
ed down last week, included: 

Case No 10-65, heard on March 
16th, The Jackson Brothers with 
four lots in their new subdivision 
Forest Park, off Salem Street, 
having sufficient frontage andarea 
but insufficient depth, requested 
variances for building permits.

The board denied to Ray York, 
of Shawsheen Avenue, the right to 
use half of his garage as an office. 
No abuttors appeared at the hearing 
on March 16th, The appeal was 
denied on the grounds that there is 
no provision in the Zoning By Law 
for the use of a garage as anoffice 
o residential zone, 


Bob Evans 

The board denied to Bob Evans 
of Ballardvale Street a commercial 
parking lot, or garage, or service 
station, or salesroom, for new 
automobiles, or open lot parking 
for the sale of automobiles, new or 
used, or a salesroom for boats, 
trailers, trucks, farm implements, 
etc, 

No abuttors appeared at the 
hearing, 

The board felt that the appeal 
was too general in text, and that 
it would be impossible to cover 
all categories requested, 

In the event that Mr Evans has 
a specific industry, the board said, 
that he would like to locate, it 
would be glad to entertain the pos- 
sibility of authorization, 


Joseph Sidlauskus 

In case 12-65, heard on March 
23rd, the board denied to Joseph 
Sidlauskus of 12 Browns Ave, W. 
Lynn, a variance for a building 
permit on a lot of First Avenue, 
in N. Wilmington, 

The lot had insufficient frontage 
and area, Mr Sidlauskus told the 
board that it had-a frontage-of.71 
feet and a depth of 152 feet, with
